Niel, 

I have ground many crystals by hand. What type of abrasive are you using? I use 


a piece of glass and very fine water-type sandpaper to start. They I go to comet 
cleanser as I get close to the desired frequency. I have found that it is 


difficult to move a crystal several hundred kc. and keep the proper shape which 
is somewhat thinner around the edges and corners. A set of micrometers would 
probably be handy. I think that the recommended difference is about .005. A 
trick that I use to check frequency is to put a piece of aluminum foil under the 
glass and connect it to a receiver input. Set the receiver several kcs. away 
from the frequency you are grinding up to. When you get to the frequency set on 
the receiver you can actually hear your grinding in the receiver. That is when 
you know you are getting close and need to slow the process. 


It goes without saying that the crystal has to be clean before installing back 
into the holder. 


If you happen to grind the crystal too far you can bring it back down a bit with 
pencil lead marked on the surface of the crystal or a bit of solder rubbed on 
the quartz as well. This is tricky. I have been able to bring crystals back down 
just a few kcs. using this method. Too much and the crystal will not oscillate. 


Always remember which side goes up and which down by marking on the corner of 
one side of the crystal. I have found that this will make a difference in 
helping assure that you grind both sides equally. 


Hope this helps.

Dear BAer's, 


I too have been burned by the UPS scam and my blood pressure hits the roof 
when I continue to hear more stories of this type!! Rather than flame UPS 
for 

this practice, I would rather inform everyone of the best method to ship 
from 

USA to Canada. - Use the UNITED STATES POST OFFICE for anything which can 
be shipped within their weight and dimension limits. DIDI IGS 


Here is the procedure. The Canadian purchaser sends money to the US seller. 
The US seller then mails the goods via United States Post Office. On the 
customs declaration tag, indicate " used radio part (or book, etc) ~- no 
commercial value" (ie $0). This technique has produced good results for me. 
If you inadvertenly declare more than $US14 of value for the goods being 
mailed, we in Canada are then forced to pay an additional 7% Goods and 
services Tax after conversion of US to Canadian funds at an exchange rate of 
38%. On top of that, Canada Post charges a $5 collection fee. That's exactly 
how a $US13 item can cost $Cdn32 by the time it arrives at a Canadian 
residence. (Bend over - we're the government and we are here to help 

you). 


In some cases, shipping by UPS may be more convenient, but I'm sure that 
nearly everyone must be near a USPO location. As you can see, it's NOT a 
real 
painful process. For large and heavy items, UPS may be unavoidable along 
with 


the ancillary charges. If you must ship via UPS, please HELP the Canadian 
purchaser by declaring the lowest possible value that you can get away with. 
If the transcation is several hundred dollars in value, the 'brokerage' cost 
doesn't seem so significant in value. 


Traditionally, the Canadian market place is viewed as a drop in the bucket 
by 

many US organizations and we are unable to do anything about it. With a 
population of only 28 million, the US market is 10 times the size of ours so 
many unscrupulous companies will milk it for whatever they can get. 
Economically speaking, its truly a ‘David and Goliath' situation. Our 
Canadian federal govermnent is also viewed as the 'enemy' from time to time 
as they make it very expensive to acquire small goods of small value at 
reasonable prices, even if they are not made here and there is no 
localamarket to protect. 


Thank you for you patience in letting me blow off some steam about this very 
sensitive subject.

"Brokerage fees"....hmmmm....... 


I was in the marine electronics business for years! Many time we 
would get an item air shipped "in bond". We had a brokerage firm handle 
it to speed things up thru U.S.Customs. I have personally imported a few 
items myself, and have gotten advice from someone who did it regularly. 
One reason for "high" fees is the unpredictability of U.S,. Customs! 

If you bring something in thru Customs, frequently it can be put 
into more than one category. The duty will vary from ‘zip' to maybe 150% 
depending on what the whims of the Customs agent are, what category has 
been used by other for like items. Lets say you bring in 10 miniature 
model aircraft engines at $100 each. The Customs man says: "We'll 
categorize this as miniature engines, which have a 5% 


duty each." OK, no problem, so we add the markup to the selling price to 
compensate for the duty. Someone "higher" up than that agent is 
reviewing the paperwork maybe 6-8 months later and has a fit! "These 
should have been classified as "Models" which have a 50% duty!", and he 
sends you the appropriate bill to pay up! In the meantime, you've sold 
all 10 at a set price. The additional "duty" due eats all your profits 
up! The ONLY was to avoid this, from what I gather, is to go thru a 
"broker" who assumes the liability for any additional duty, or get a 
"ruling" from Washington that will fix the duty for that particular item, 
thereby mandating what category the item is in. This eliminating the 
"whims" of a Customs Agent that may not be having a "good day"! 


I do understand that a "made in USA" item shipped from Canada to 
the USA comes in duty free. I don't know what the procedure is the other 
way round! Hope this explains "why" UPS covers their butt with the 
"brokerage fees". (They may be ‘farming it out' to a brokerage firm as 
well!)

>What a timely question. Read on and you'll see why. 


> 
>Here at Radio Free Pollock Pines, I've run all my receivers simultaneously 
>from a single antenna for several years. The hook up has been pure brute 


>force. I run coax and T connectors past the rear of each receiver, 
>connecting to each one in turn. 


> 
>This has worked very well. The only difficulty has been in determining the 
>connection sequence to minimize interaction among the various sets. What

>I swept the video channel and found that it would operate well beyond 30MHz. 
>For grins, I also swept the two audio channels and found that they, too, 
>will operate beyond 30MHz!!!

>You see where this is heading, don't you?

>Once I discovered the wide frequency range of this distribution amplifier, I 
>hooked it up to drive three of my receivers simultaneously, an SX-100, a 2B, 
>and an R4B. Previously this combination was completely unworkable; I could 
>hook either the 2B or the R4B to the antenna bus, but not both 
>simultaneously.

>All three receivers performed perfectly. 

> 

>When I get a Round Tuit, I'll reconfigure the distribution amplifier to 


>drive even more receivers. What I'll do is use two of the video channel 
>outputs to drive each of the audio channel inputs. Then I'll take the audio 
>channel outputs (of which there will be a total of 6) to each of the 
>receivers in the radio room. 

> 

> So that's the long version of an improbable answer to a simple question. I 
>wouldn't have believed this would work if I hadn't looked at the frequency 
>response of this amplifier myself and hadn't heard the results with my own 
>ears. Give it a try and see for yourself.

UPS is not alone in this "Brokerage" business. Fedex does the same - in 
fact this is one of the 'magic' profit centers for the Courier companies. 
My family and I have been in business for many years and we always look for 
the "wear and tear" account - this is the place were the profits of the 
company are really made. 


Since there is no way to prevent UPS from charging the "Brokerage" fee then 
one has to recognize that this is the point at which they will put the 
maximum charge and make a direct contribution to the bottom line of the 
organization. 


IF you are in a major city with a Canadian Customs (an arem of our Revenue 
Canada) you can just say I will not pay the charge and go yourself to the 
long room and figure out which paper and what the process is to make it 
happen.

I'm located in Wilkes-Barre, PA (Near Scranton). 


The R-600 is a tube rig from the mid-50s. I completely restored it and 
aligned it. I took it to a SW expo and the 1L6 died during a demo. Have 


been on a waiting list for a while to get a new 1L6. They area hard to 
come by. Price for this rig is Best Offfer over $150. All new 
electrolytic caps were installed and the original electrolytic cap was 
left in place on the top of the chassis to maintain original appearance. 
In addition, all the paper/molded caps were replaced with Sprague "Orange 
Drops". I have a complete set of tubes (less the 1L6 for this receiver). 


The R-1000 is the very first venture that Zenith did into a 
transistorized Transoceanic around 1959. I have completely gone thru 
this receiver and realigned it. I also have a complete set of 
replacement transistors for this receiver. It plays well and I use it 
regularly. The battery box is non corroded and complete (a rare find). 
In addition, the pull up whip antenna is original and in exc condx, no 
cracks and extends fully (this is rare on this particular model since 
the plastic parts on the whip antenna comprise the carrying handle and 
are most often either cracked or missing.) Price is Best Offer over 
$175. 


Current pricing for T-Os, according to Dr. Harold Cones, one of the 
co-authors of the book on the Zenith Transoceanics, is approximately 
$175-$200 for the R-600 and $185 to $225 for the R-1000 in vy good to 
exc condx, fully restored and no mods. 


Neither of these receivers has been modified in any way. Both have been 
aligned using Zenith tech data obtained from The Radio Professors in 
Stillwater, OK. I have this data available and it would go with the 
receivers upon sale.
